London Scientists Assert Big
Discovery,

PRODUCE NEON ARD HELIUM.

Read Papers Showing How Elements
Have Been Changed or Else Matter
Has Beon Produced From Energy.
Chemints Greet Revelation With
Deep Wonderment.

At 0 mepting of the London Cheimn-
leal soclety recently papers wore read
by Bir Willinm Hamsay and Professors
Norman Collle and H, Pattersoun,
which assert that the authors have
fone one of two things, They have
nchieved clearly and deflnitely the
transmutation of elements or they have
gvolved matter from energy,

At the outset of hia paper Bir Wil
Ham referred to “the mild incredulity
with which sbme years ngo the sclen-
tific world recelved the announcement
that he aud Cameron had obtained
lithium from copper.” He then de-
sertbed further the experiments which
resulted in the discovery., In gold X
riy bulbs he bhnd discovered helinm.

The joint paper of Messrs, Collie nnd |
Patterson dealt with the discovery of |
the presence of neon In hydrogen after
the passage of an electric discharge
thirough bhydrogen at low  pressure.
Thelr experlments carrled Sir Willlnm
Ramsay's work to the further point
that both neon and hellum had been
produced from substunces in  which
they were previously not Known to e
present. |

Various Possibilities.

There were various possibilitles, It
might be that the clements of the tihe
In electrolysis guve neon or helinm un
der the nfuence of the disclintge.
This gave ten or n dozen elements 1o
choose from as the sonrce.

Agaln, there wus o chance that hy-
drogen was the source, or it wus jo
gible that they were dealing with a
primordinl form of matter, the primor-

dinl atoms of which, when prodiecd,
had all the energy necessary for form-
ing a world by the ecombination of
these utoms

Atoms of elements which will be

found in helivm and possibly In hydree-
gen were present in a nebolar state. ool
they were present In the experimentul
tube. [ossibly the electrie current -
rected the flow of these atoms with the
full foree of Its energy and, with the
phenomenn of heat and light, the d¢le-
ments came Into existence,

At any rate, one thing seemed cor-
talo—elements could be changed, nnd
they could be chapged In a way very
different from the way that radiuom
was changed, In lts case the process
could nelther be hastened nor retarded,
but the present phenomenon was arti-
ficlal, and n further progress was oc-
currliig at the other end of the system
of atom producing elements of low
atomic welght.

HOW RUSSIAN GOT

LIFE SENTENGE

' Soldier Appeals to Czar an

Is Imprisoned.

MERELY OFFERED PETITION.

Details of Brutal Oppression of Soldier
Whe Sought Leave to Aid Family
Come to Light—Is Charged as Would
Be Assassin and Convicted—Tales of
Cruelty In Dungeen Are Told.

Cuable dlspaches cecently reported the
case of A RRussinn woldier who tried to
hand a petition to the czar while he
was reviewlng the troops on the feld of
Khodinka, near Moscow., "The soldler
waa arrested, tried and sentenced to
imprisonment for this offense. The

full detalls of the case have just be- |
come public now and are found in the |

indletment presented before the court
which found the soldier gullty and sen-
tenced him to the gnlleys for life.

The name of the soldler Is Gregory
Bakbhurin, On Oct. 28, 1912, Bakhurin
wins tried In Smolensk. The trinl was
condneted behind closed doors,
copy of the Indictment found its way
into some of the Russinn newspapers,
und the eanse atteocted much attention.

Last summer while the emperor was
reviewing the troops on the Khodinka
field Bakburin, who was a private in
the Sophisky regiment, ran out of the
line and tried to band a petition to the
emperor, Home of the officers made
an attempt to stop Bakhurin,
eluded them and rushed up to the em-
peror, holding the peitition In his hand,
The document was taken from him by
one of the Cossncks,

Is Described as Assassin,

Al the trinl the minister of war, Gen-
ernl Sukbnmlinov, the ecommander of
the Warsaw distriet: Goneral Sealon
and Colonel Tkachenko of the Sophisky
reglment guve thelr testimony, Ac-
cording to thelr statements Bakburin
left the line suddenly, holding his gun
In Lis right hand and ranning directly
toward the emperar, While thus run-
ning he drew from his pocket o pnper
and rad=ed It in hisg left hand.

The nilnister of war on noticlug this
rushed over to the soldler and eaught
hold of the collar of his blouse. Rak-
hurin commencoed (o stroggle. Bak-
hurin, aecording to the general’s testl-
mony, was greatly agitated, and he
kept repeating;

“Let me g0 fo the ezar!"

Having torn himself away from the
minister of war, Bakhurin ran off in
the direction of the czar's sult. Then
General Sealon gnlloped over to Bak-
burin and, seizing him by the left
hnnd, ordered him to hand over the pe-
tition, but Bakhurin insisted that
must give It himself o the czar, and
he tore hilmself away from Genernl
Scnlon'’s grasp.

| awny from Buakhuarin, The colonel tes
tified that he had to make an efort in
ofder to get the gun away. [He ex-
however, that the soldier In

all probnbility clutehed the wenpon

nel's horse and fell to the ground. Bat
| he Jumped ap quickly and ran  off
again.  Stopping In front of the em-

peror's horse, he koelt and stretehed

out the hand In which he held his pe- |

tition.
Wanted to Aid Family.

A Cossnek hurrled over to the sol-
dier and teok the petition from his
bhand, In his petition Bakhorin beg-
ged the ozar to free him from milltary
service on neconnt of misfortunes thit
hnd befallen his family and added thint
he was the only support of the family.

The officers and soldlers of his regi-
ment  testified  that Bakhurin  was
known among them as o ruther fotelll-
gent and religlous man, but thant he was
always uncommunicative and taclturn,

The soldier himself testified "that he
knew he had no right to do what he
did, but he thought the emperor woulil
forgive him and wounld grant the re-
fuest which he made in hils petition,

Bakhurin was deprived of all rights
und wia sentenced to imprisomoment for
Hfe at bard labor,

A letter smpggled past the suthorl
tles from the prison of Oryol, where
this man Js held, tells of awful brotali-
tles, The writer declares that prison
guinrds dolly beat the Inmates Insensl-
ble with keys and that the latter are
starved und held In ¢halns,
